ELECTION OF MEDICAL OFFICERS 


L.G.B8. NOTICE IGNORED. 

The weekly meeting of the Board of Guardians of 
the Dublin Union was held yesterday in the Board- 
roomy, James's strect, Mr. John Scully, J.P., TC. 
Chairman, presiding. 

The following letter from the Assistant est 
of the Local Government Board, dated 25rd 
cember, appeared On the agenda :— 

With reference to the entry in the 
proceedings of the Board of Guardians of 
~Union.on the 11th inet., relative to the 
medical officerships of the South City No. 2 and 
North Dublin (Drumeondra) Dispensary Districts, 
I am directed by the Local Government Board for 
Ireland to siate that until the young medical men 
now temporarily serving with His Majesty's Forces 
are demobilised, and in a position to oifer them- 
selves as candidates for appointment im the Poor 
Law Medica! Service, the Board are not prepared to 
sanction the filling up permanently of vacancies in 
that service. The Guardians should, therefore, defer 
taking steps towards filling up permanently 
above- mentioned offices."” 

The Chairman said that he did not know whether 
they should take into consideration the letter of 
the Local Government Board. 

Alderman O'Toole said that the Guardians shonld 
not take any dictation from the Local Government 
Board, aud should ignore their letter. He ‘ed 
that Dr. Perey Harrison be appointed Medical 
Officer for the South City No. 2 (Castle street) 
District. 

Miss Williams seconded the resolution, which was 
unanimously adopt 

ir. Harrison was called before the Board, and 
expressed his thanks to the Guardians for electi Ly 
him.

Officership of the (Coolock and Drumcondra 
Dispensary District— br. Dowling, Dr. Fitzgerald, 
and Dr. Shechy. .

DR. ROBERT KYLE KNOX, j.P. 

The death of Mr. Robart Kyle Knox, J.P., 
LL.D., took place on Tuesday night at his resi- 
dence, 1 College Gardens, Belfast.

TROUBLE WITH MINE-SWEEPERS 
SETTLED. | 

Interviewed yesterday afternoon regarding 
the trouble with the mine-sweevers in the Forth. 
Admiral Sir James Startin, Commander-in-Chief 
at Granton base, stated thai the matter was 
greatly exaggerated. Some litile difficulty had 
arisen among the muine-sweepers regarding the 
ships immediately proceeding to sea for mine- 
sweeping purposes. The matter was entirelv a 
domestic one, and had no reference io the larger 
question involved in the Admiralty announce- | 
ment that an investigation wax being made by 
Admiral Jerram into the conditions of service 
in the Royal Navvy.. 

The difficulties were larcely due to misunder- 
standing on the part of the crews. and after he 
had interviewed the skippers of the vessels the 
whole matter was cleared up, and the ships pro- 
ceeded to sea. The mine-sweener crews had an 
idea that while they were out mine-sweeping, 
men who were engaged in work at the base were 
given priority in the matter of demobilisation; 
that when a ship was to be released for its pre- 
war vocation, namely fishing, the skipper of the 
boat. simply nicked his crew from the men who 
were available for’ demobilisation at the base 
and the men who volunteered for mine-sweeping 
were left in the lurch This, said Admiral 
Startin, has been thoroughly investigated, and 
steps are being taken to see that no men who 
undertook mine-sweeping work would be made 
to guf er. The statement thai many sailors re- 
fused to put to sea was ridiculous, as also was 
the siaiement that it would take a vear to 
up the mines. Tt was fully recognised 
that the work of sweeping np mines was a diffi- 
cult and dangerous operation, but, with a larrce 
number of ships available, they would be swept 
up in three months. 

ADMIRALTY STATEMENT.

SFATEMENT BY NEW POLISH PRESIDENT- 

; ELECT. 


A Press Association war special, dated New 
York, Wednesday, says-—-The following message 
from the Warsaw Correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press, dated 2nd inst., was published 
here:—M. Paderewski, President-elect of the 
first Polish Republic, was interviewed at three 
in the morning. He said—The Bolshevist idea is 
to kill all users of the toothbrush. If ‘this war is 
to help mankind, Bolshevism must be downed; 
otherwise it 1s a war of hypocrisy. The imevit- 
able result of Bolshevism a return. to. the 
barbaric era in Russia and Eastern and Central 
Europe. If Poland had not helped to create a 
barrier against them Liberty and justice would 
be non-existent. 

Unhappily, the Allies are disgusted with the 
idea of more war, even though this be in their 
ewn defence and their own interest for the 
preservation of civilisation. It would be pos- 
sible now for the Allies to lend us a hundred 
Staff officers for training purposes, and to sell us 
military supplies, and clothes and shoes, to help 
to fit our army out, since we have the men. 
For instance, there is a munition fa¢tory with 
a million and a half rounds of ammunition at 
Danzig which might be turned over to us. There 
is no doubt that we must intervene to stdp the 
tide of Bolshevism. Poland’s immediate situa- 
tion is serious on every side. When I was in 
Posen the Germans provoked trouble. 1 had 
just landed at Danzig from a British cruiser 
when an effort was made to prevent me from 
going to Posen, and the day that I arrived I was 
asleep in the hotel when a crowd of three or 
four hindred Germans gathered in front and 
began firing at a parade of 10,000 children, kill- 
ing two. They also fired shots at my window and 
tore down the Allied flags. Colonel Wade has 
one American flag so torn. Finally,’ tha Poles 
began to fire on the Germans and took charge 
of the situation. , However, fighting continued. 
Next day,two members of the Berlin Govern- 
ment came, and agreed to leave the Government 
in Polish hands. They also got us to agree to 
the departure, with arms and honours, of a bat- 
talion of Germen soldiers, but the latter took 
away 150 rounds of ammunition, and went to 
Scheidemutl, where, according to intercepted 
despatches, the Germans are collecting a eoun- 
ter-foree to retake Posen.

DISTRIBUTING ARMS. 

In a message, dated Tuesday, the Press Asso. 
éiation Correspondent at Bale says :-—-According 
to the latest news from Frankfurt, the Prefec- 
ture of Police in Berlin has since 5 o'clock this 
morning been continuing the distribution of 
arms and munitions to the Proletariat.

eighteen people are reported to have been 
killed. Speeches made by Ebert and Scheide- 
mann seem to indicate that the Government is 
this time resolved to resist the Spartacists with 
energy. The Germam Bourgeois newspapers as- 
sert that the Government s supporters are fuil 
vf ardouyjyand are ready to obey the orders of | 
their leaders. But, on the other hand, it is 
significant that up to seven o'clock this evening 
uo news has reached Switzerland that the Go- 
vernment has succeeded in gaining the upper 
hand.

Meanwhile, during the process of the greas 
events briefly recorded above, and in imme- 
diate co uence of them, other events of 
different but scareely less importange were 
taking place on the northern portion of our 
ront. 

The exhaustion of the enemy's reserves .ré- 
sulting from the Allied attacks made the shcrt- 
ening of the German line imperative. The 
obvious sector in which to effect such a shorten- 
ing was the Lys front. The enemy had only 
maintained himself in the Lys salient under the 
constant fire of our guns at the expense of 
heavy casualties, not only to his cog age i in 
line, but to his artillery and troops in back 
areas. With the abandonment of his projected 
offensive ageinst the Channel Ports ail reason 
had gone for remaining in go costly a salient, 
while the threat, carefully maintamed by us, 
of a British attack provided an additional 
reason for iy hain 

Accordingly, from about the 26th July, the 
enemy had been actively employed in removing 
the ammunition and stores accumulated for his 
offensive, and as early as the 5th August he 
had begun to effect local withdrawals on the 
southern flank of the salient. 

The development of our own and the French 
offensives, hastened this movement, although 
immense quantities of ammunition still re- 
mained untouched. On the 18th August our 
patrols, whose activity had been constant, were 
able to make a considerable advance opposite 
Merville. Next day Merville itself wag taken, 
and our line advanced on the whole front from 
the Lawe River to the Plate-Becquc. 

During the following days various other

In the battle of the Scarpe,. as in the battles 
of Amiens and Bapaume and the victories that 
followed them, etaff work of a high order 
plaved an important part in our success. The 
greatest credit is due to the First Army Com- 
mander, General Horne, and his staff for the 
excellence of their arrangements. 

(29) The Enemy in Retreat. 

The result of the battles of Amiens, Bapaume, 
and the Scarpe now declared itself. 

During thé night of the 2nd/3rd September 
the enemy fell back rapidly on the whole front 
of the Third Army and the right of the First 
Army. By the end of the day he had taken 
up positions along the general line of the 
Canal du Nord from Peronne to /Ytres and 
thence east of Hermies, Inchy-en-Artois and 
Ecourt St. Quentin to the Sensee east of Le- 
cluse. On the following day he commenced to 
withdraw also from the east bank of th 
Somme south of Peronne, and by the night o 
the 8th September was holding the genera] line 
Vermand, Epehy, Havrincourt, and thence slong 
the east bank of the Canal du Nord. 

The withdrawal was continued on the front 
of the French forees on our right. On the 6th 
September French troops occupied Ham and 
OChauny, and by 8th September had reached 
the line of the Crosat Canal. . 

Throvgho ut this hasty retreat our troops fol- 
lowed up the enemy closely. Many of his rear- 

uards were cut off and taken prisoner; on 
numerous occasions our forward guns did great 
execution among his retiring columns, while our 
airmen took full advantage of the remarkable 
targets offered them. Great quantities of 
material and many gans fell into our hands. 

In the battle of the Scarpe iteelf, in which 
ten Britieh divisions attacked and overthrew 
thirteen German divisions, thereby giving the 
signal for this genera] retreat, our total captures

burg line proper lies immediately east of the 
canal, and is linked up by numerous communi- 
cation trenches with the trench lines west of it. 

Resides these main features, numerous other 
trench Lines. switch trenches and communication 
trenches, for the most part heavily wired, had 
been constructed at various points to meet local 
weaknesses or take advantage of local command 
of fire. At a distance of n óir 4,000 vards he- 
hind the most easterly of these trench lines Jies 
a second double row of trenches known as the 
Beaurevolr-Fonsomme line, very thoroughly 
wired, and holding numerous concrete shelters 
and machine-gun emplacements. The whole 
series of defences, with the numerous defended 
villages contained in it, formed a belt of coun- 
try varying from 7,000 to 10,000 yards im depth, 
organised by the employment of every available 
means into a most powerful system, well merit- 
ing the yreat reputation attached to it. 

(34) The Gattie of Cambrai and the 
Hindenburg Line. 
(27th September-5th October.) 


The battle 6f Cambrai, which on the 5th 
October culminated in the capture of the last 
remaining sectors of the Hindenburg line, was 
commenced by the First and Third Armies. 

Between the neighbourhood of St. Quentin 
end the Scheldt the Fourth, Third, and First 
Armies in the order named occupied on the 
evening of the 26th September a line running 
from the village of Selency (west of St. Quen- 
tin) to Gricourt and Pontruet and thence east 
of Villeret and Lempire to Villers Guislain and 
Gouzeaucourt, both éxclusive. Thereafter the 
line continued northwards to Havrincourt 
and Mceuvres and thence along the wast side of 
the Canal du Nord te the floods of the Senisee 
at Ecourt St. Quentin.

between the Nord and Scheldt canals, foctading

This dificult manceuvre was carried out suc- 
cessfully, and on the whole front of attack 
our infantry, assisted by some sixty-five tanks, 
broke deeply inte the enemy's position, 

The attack proceeded according to plan from 
the commencement. On the right strong re- 
sistance was encountered at Beaucamp. 
Several strong counter-attacks were made dur- 
in the day in this neighbourhood, but, in 
spite of them, troops of the 5th and 42nd Divi- 
sions successfully established the ht flank 
of our attack between Beaucam nd Ribe- 
court. The 3rd Division moved easa with 
the Guarús, forcing. Shs crossings of the Canal 
in face of heávy from machine guns and 
forward field guns, and captured Ribecourt 
and Flesquieres. The Guards Division (Major- 
General T. G. Matheson) took Orival ood 
and reached the neigh hood of Premy 
Chapel, where the 2 Division (Major- 
General ©.

had had time tqrealise the new direction of the 
attack. So thorough and complete was the 
organisation for this attack, and so gallantly, 
rapidly and well was it executed by the troops, 


4,000 prisoners and 70 guns. 

On the remainder of the front, also, our at- 
tack met with remarkable success. Scuth of 
Bellenglise, the Ist Division (Major-General E. 
P, Strickland), with the 6th Division covering 
their flank, crossed the ridge north-west of 
Thorigny and reached the west end of the Le 
Tronquoy Tunnel. Here they gained touch with 
the 32nd Division, who had passed through the 
46th Division and taken Lehaucourt and Magny 
la Fosse. North of Bellenglise, the 30th Ameri- 
can Division (Major-General K. M. Lewis) hav- 
ing broken through the deep defences of the 
Hindenburg Line, stormed Bellicourt and seized 
Nauroy. On their left the 27th American Divi- 
sion (Major-General J. FE. O’Ryan) met with 
very heavy enfilade maehine-gun fire, but 
pressed on with great gailantry as far as Bony, 
where a hitter struggle took place for the pos- 
session of the village 

Fighting on the whole front of the 2nd Ameri- 
can Oorps was severe, and in Bellicourt, Nau- 
rov, Gillemont Farm, and at a number of other 
points amid the intricate defences of the Hin. 
denburg line, strong bodies of the enemy held 
out with great obstinacy for many hours. These 
points of resistance were gradually overcome, 
either by the support sr " of the American 
divisions or by the 5th and 3rd Australian Divi- 
sions (Major-Generals Sir J. Hobbs and 
J. Gellibrand), which, moving up close behind 
the American troops, were soon heavily engaged. 
On the left of the attack the 12th at 18th 
Divisions cleared the slopes above Vendhuille. 

Meanwhile, the id Army captured 
Masnieres and secured the crossings of the 
Scheldt Canal between that village and the out- 
skirts of Cambrai, while the Canadian Corps 
made progress north-west of that town, taking 
St. Olle and Sancourt.
